C H I C A G O , Fob. 2 2 .— An alliance agreement was adopt-; 
ali(i police, t<. 
od tonight by representatives of more than 2,000,000 union 
coal miners, railroad workers and longshoremen, declar­ 
ing for “closer cooperation of our forces which will oper­ 
ate to more effectively protect” the union porkers in wage 
struggles. 
No specific program for allied action was out­ 
lined and President John L. Lewis of the miners* union, told 
the conference that he did not ask a sympathetic rail strike 
on April I, the date of the threatened miners* walkout. 
The agreement, joined in by the officers of IT big un­ 
ions, asserted the purpose of the leaders was “to apply ev- 
ery honorable method” to obtain “adequate” wages for 
both tilt* miners and the transportation workers. It created 
an executive committee to decide on the course of action 
by the various unions whenever any emergency arises in 
the wage struggles of any of the allied groups.
